Food    Labelling    Restrictions.  -A  new 

Labelling  of  Food  Order  made  by  the  Min- 
ister of  Food  details  the  requirements  to  be 
met  in  the  labelling  of  all  pre-packed  foods, 
and  extends  to  advertisements  as  well  its 
application  to  foods  claiming  to  contain 
vitamins  or  minerals.  From  January  i, 
1945,  labels  of  pre-packed  foods  sold  by 
retail  will  be  required  to  show  the  name  and 
address  or  the  registered  trade  mark  of  the 
packer  or  the  person  for  whom  the  food  is 
packed  ;  the  common  or  usual  name  of  the 
food ;  in  the  case  of  foods  containing  more 
than  one  ingredient,  the  common  or  usual 
name  of  the  ingredients  in  the  order  of  the 
proportions  in  which  they  were  used  ;  the 
minimum  quantity  of  food  in  the  package. 
Ingredients  need  not  be  disclosed  if  their 
composition  complies  with  the  requirements 
of  Ministry  of  Food  Orders  prescribing 
standards  made  under  Regulation  2  of  the 
Defence  (Sale  of  Food)  Regulations,  1943. 
(Examples  are  mustard,  self-raising  flour, 
etc.)  Pre-packed  foods  are  those  packed  or 
made  ready  in  advance  for  retail  sale  in  a 
wrapper  or  container.  Claims  must  not  be 
made  in  respect  of  vitamins  and  minerals 
in  foods,  either  on  the  labels  or  in  advertise- 
rnents,  unless  supported  by  a  statement  of 
the  nature  of  the.  vitamin  or  mineral  present 
and  the  quantity.

Pharmacist's  Education 

The  excellent  address  of  the  chairman 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 
70)  has  come  at  a  time  when  a  new 
ucation  Bill  is  nearing  the  end  of  its 
iges  in  Parliament.  The  bearing  of 
anges  in  general  education  on  prepara- 
>n  for  a  career  in  pharmacy  must  be  a 
itter  for  anxious  consideration  on  the 
rt  of  all  concerned  with  the  training  of 
^spective  pharmacists  in  shops  and  also 
colleges.  Though  we  are  not  hearing 
ich  at  the  moment'  about  vocational 
idance  in  schools,  it  is  to  be  presumed 
it  scholastic  authorities  have  not  lost 
ht  of  this  part  of  their  work.  Here,  I 
lk,  our  problems  begin.  Granted  that 
normal  age  for  leaving  school  will 
ntually  be  eighteen,  what  will  the  pupil 
doing  during  the  last  three  years  or  so 
chool  tuition  ?  If  guidance  in  the  choice 
1  vocation  is  being  exercised,  how  will 
t  guidance  be  reflected  in  the  school 
riculum?  Are  the  last  few  years  at 
ool  of  the  coming  pharmacist,  butcher, 
er  and  the  rest  to  be  marked  by  differ- 
iation  of  studies,  or  are  all  these  types 
cholar  to  be  forced  into  one  mould  ?  It 
not  suffice  to  answer  that  all  are  being 
ght  to  be  good  citizens  with  an  all-round 
uaintance  with  as  many  subjects  as  the 
e-table  will  permit.  The  obvious  danger 
uch  an  acquaintance  is  that  the  scholar 
either  leave  school  crammed  with  facts 
with  a  chance  of  becoming  a  prig,  or  have 
-ced  up  a  superficial  knowledge  that  can 
)f  little  service  to  anyone  but  a  dilettante.

As  is 
1  known,  our  universities  (or  at  any  rate 
onsiderable  number  of  them)  interest 
nselves  in  placing  their  graduates  in 
fessional    or    commercial    posts.  No 
ersity  is,  I.  suppose,  likely  to  consider 
:ing  a  graduate  in  a  shop  where  he  would 
e  to  learn  several  of  the  simplest  opera- 
is  from  the  beginning.  There  will,  in  the 
ure  of  things,  be  many  people  who 
■lify  without  having  the  advantage  of  a 
■versity  education — which,  indeed,  ap- 


pears to  be  no  more  necessary  in  pharmacy 
than  in  other  professions  and  trades  that 
could  be  named  ;  but  their  cases  will  not 
in  this  respect  be  essentially  different  from 
the  cases  of  those  who  have  passed  through 
a  university.  It  is  no  solution  of  the 
difficulty  inherent  in  the  chairman's  drastic 
proposal  to  say  that  business  knowledge 
can  be  included  in  every  college  curriculum ; 
for  there  is  no  real  substitute — or  so  it  has 
been  believed — for  the  kind  of  training  to 
be  obtained  in  a  shop.  The  position  is 
complicated  by  the  recent  discovery  that 
in  comparatively  few  shops  are  the  requisite 
facilities  for  training  apprentices  to  be 
found.  Where,  then,  are  young  people  to 
learn  how  to  run  a  pharmacy?  Visits  to 
factories  have  for  some  time  past  been  a 
feature  of  college  courses :  it  is  possible 
that  in  years  to  come  visits  to  pharmacies 
will  be  regarded  as  equally  important.  We 
have  yet  to  learn  what  pharmacists  in  busi- 
ness who  have  successfully  trained  appren- 
tices have  to  say  on  this  subject. 

Education  and  Culture 

The  chairman's  obiter  dictum  that  the 
public  "expects  a  pharmacist  to  be  a 
cultured  man  with  wide  interests"  calls  for 
a  brief  comment.'  Culture  can  be  analysed 
in,  say,  10,000  words,  but  I  take  leave  to 
doubt  whether  it  can  be  fully  defined  in  a 
sentence.  Happily  the  choice  of  raw 
material  for  it  is  unrestricted.  We  may 
safely  guess  that  if  Matthew  Arnold  (who 
is  quoted  under  the  noun  "culture"  in  the 
Shorter  Oxford  Dictionary)  had  been  asked 
to  prescribe  a  course  of  cultural  study,  he 
would  have  given  a  prominent  place, 
perhaps  the  first  place,  to  the  Greek  classics ; 
whereas  Sir  Joseph  Thomson  declared,  in 
his  published  reminiscences,  that  he  re- 
garded the  time  he  himself  had  spent  over 
Greek  as  wasted.  Those  who  desire  the 
help  of  this  mutable  and  elusive  entity 
behind  the  counter  may  fairly  be  requested 
to  define  its  functions  with  some  precision. 
Cultural  requirements  in  Mayfair  might 
differ  from  those  in  Bermondsey.  Courses 
of  study  for  a  diploma  in  this  subject  might 
form  a  terrifying  addition  to  examination 
syllabuses  and  codes  of  ethics.  On  the 
necessity  for  a  good  education  we  are  all 
agreed  :  when  there  is  a  discussion  on  the 
superstructure,  I  should  like  to  put  in  a 
plea  for  what  has  been  called  mental 
detachment,  the  subject  of  an  attractive 
essay  by  the  late  Sir  Herbert  Maxwell  many 
years  ago.  Xrayser 
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Gaoled  for  Camera  Frauds. — At  Bath 
Quarter  Sessions,  on  July  14,  William  John 
Livingstone  was  sentenced  to  twenty-one 
months'  imprisonment  on  six  charges  of 
stealing  sums  of  money  by  advertising 
cameras  for  sale  under  a  box  number  and 
receiving  the  money  without  supplying  the 
goods  (see  C.  d>-  D.,  June  io,  p.  614). 

Pharmacy  Act  Offence. — At  Doncaster, 
recently,  Reginald  Edwards,  M.P.S.,  a 
munitions  worker,  Grove  Coach  Road, 
Retford,  was  fined  £10,  with  £6  6s.  costs,  for 
selling  vegetable  tablets  containing  a  poison 
(hyoscine),  not  being  an  authorised  seller 
of  poisons  and  not  effecting  the  sale  under 
the  supervision  of  a  registered  pharmacist. 
Edwards  was  stated  to  own  several  shops 
in  the  Doncaster  district,  one  of  them  at 
St.  Helen's  Road ;  some  of  them  were  not 
under  the  supervision  of  registered  phar- 
macists. He  had  been  drafted  into  war  work 
and,  during  the  last  three  years,  he  had, 
with  an  eye  to  the  future,  bought  four 
shops  in  South  Yorkshire.  The  chairman 
said  the  Bench  thought  Edwards  was  taking 
a  considerable  risk  in  running  the  shops  ;  in 
view  of  complaints  which  had  been  received 
they  must  take  a  serious  view  of  the  case. 

Illegal  Manufacture  of  Puffs. — At  Aber- 
gele police  court,  on  July  15,  fines  and  costs 
totalling  ^74  1  os.  6d.  were  imposed  on 
Agnes  Taylor,  Unity  Stores,  Kinmel  Bay, 
Rhyl,  on  twenty-seven  convictions  of 
illegally  manufacturing  and  supplying, 
among  other  items,  lotion  pads,  powder 
puffs  and  face-cloths.  It  was  stated  that,  in 
April  1943,  Mrs.  Taylor  was  fined  ^250  and 
costs  at  St.  Asaph  for  illegally  manufactur- 
ing powder  puffs.  Defendant  said  she 
found  herself  in  a  state  of  chaos  at  having 
to  pay  a  previous  fine  of  ^250.  She  con- 
tended that  a  Board  of  Trade  official  had 
given  her  permission  to  sell  the  goods  in 
order  to  pay  the  fine,  and  she  thought  she 
was  in  order  in  selling  what  goods  she  had 
in  hand  after  being  previously  convicted. 
The  Board  of  Trade,  she  alleged,  were 
simply  prevaricating  with  her.

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AN  OPEN  LETTER 

Your  Lordship, 

Wasn't  it  a  little  ungrateful  on  your  part, 
When  speaking  in  the  House  of  Lords 
recently,  to  say  that  your  company  could 
have  put  all  the  other  chemists  out  of  busi- 
ness during  the  past  twenty  years  ?  Even 
if  it  had  been  possible  it  would  have  been 
a  graceless  thing  to  do,  and  to  talk  about 
your  magnanimity  in  the  House  of  Lords 
was  not  in  the  best  of  taste. 

You  and  yours  have  never  been  qualified 
chemists ;  your  company,  with  others, 
broke  down  the  personal  qualification  and 
secured  for  limited  companies  what  had 
previously  been  personal  property.  Your 
company  then  built  up  its  business  by 
"cutting"  prices.  You  will  remember  how 
proud  your  organisation  was  of  its  slogan 
"Cash  Chemists."  Your  company  knew 
that  chemists  in  those  days  often  had  to 
give  long  credit,  and  it  went  for  the  ready 
cash  business.  You  will  also  remember  that 
about  191 4  your  company  discovered  that 
the  "cash  chemists"  were  not  putting  other 
chemists  out  of  business.  The  National 
Health  Insurance  Act  came  along,  and  the 
public  showed  their  preference  for  the 
private  chemist.  Since  then,  by  various 
means,  the  public  has  been  informed  that 
your  company  are  "the"  chemists:  the 
"cash"  side  is  no  longer  emphasised.  Your 
company  has,  in  fact,  taken  advantage  of 
everything  that  has  been  fought  for  and 
won  by  individual  pharmacists.  You  ought 
to  have  publicly  expressed  your  gratitude 
for  the  strong  position  your  firm  had  been 
able  to  develop  out  of  rights,  qualifications 
and  privileges  won  for  the  calling  by  the 
leaders  of  pharmacy  during  the  past  hundred 
years. 

During  your  company's  whole  existence 
its  policy  has  been,  so  far  as  the  retail  side 
is  concerned,  self-centred ;  when  it  suited 
your  board  to  "cut"  prices  you  fought  the 
Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association  as 
long  as  possible.  Are  you  by  any  chance 
thinking  that  you  could  have  put  all  the 
chemists  out  of  business  by  smashing  the 
P.A.T.A.,  and  in  that  way  ruining  all  your 
competitors?  How  long  would  your  share- 
holders agree  with  such  a  policy  when  their 
dividends  dropped,  as  they  must  if  you 
started  "cutting"  all  the  proprietary  arti- 
cles your  organisation  sells  ?  You  may  be 
under  the  impression  that  the  individual 
chemists  would  be  bankrupt  by  such  a 
fight,  but  it  may  interest  you  to  know  that 
those  in  the  drug  trade  have  greater  faith 
in  the  resourcefulness  of  individual  chemists,

who  lived  before  your  company  started  an<  i 
have  continued  to  live.    Moreover,  whils 
you  would  be  compelled  to  "cut"  every  lin 
at  all  your  shops,  the  individual  chemist  t 
would  be  under  no  such  obligation.     L  \ 
addition,   you  would  range  against  you 
company  the  entire  trade  in  manufacture<  1 
goods. 

No,  your  Lordship,  your  statement  ha  1 
probably  not  made  a  single  chemist  anxious 
but  it  has  certainly  made  a  lot  of  then 
angry.  That  may  not  worry  you,  but  ; 
much  better  impression  on  the  public  couk  1 
have  been  created  had  you  acknowledgee 
your  indebtedness  as  a  company  to  th< 
calling  out  of  which  you  and  your  famihl 
have  extracted  a  fortune.  Possibly  yoij 
may  be  thinking  that,  because  your  com 
pany  is  exceedingly  prosperous,  your  com 
petitors  must  be  proportionately  weake: 
than  formerly.  If  so,  dismiss  the  idea  fron 
your  mind.  Chemists  generally,  including 
your  multiple-chemist  competitors,  ar< 
better  off  financially  (and  there  are  more  o 
them)  than  they  were  when  your  Compaq 
opened  its  first  shop.  That  is  a  fact  whicrlf 
can  be  explained,  but  it  proves  that  youi 
company's  efforts  in  the  past  to  get  all  the 
business  have  failed,  and  will  do  so  in  the 
future.  Your  statement  in  the  House  o: 
Lords  will  galvanise  chemists  into  more 
effective  competition  in  the  future,  with 
unfortunately,  more  antagonism  betweer 
the  two  sections  of  retail  pharmacy. 

This  is  regrettable,  because  unity  in  the 
calling  locally  and  nationally  is  very  desir- 
able, for  many  reasons,  at  the  present  time 
Your  company  could  be  really  helpful,  and 
in  that  way  express  appreciation  of  the 
benefits  from  which  it  has  derived  such 
enormous  profits  and  advantages.  Are  you 
and  your  company  prepared  to  give  co- 
operation for  the  good  of  the  calling  as  afl 
whole,  and  not,  as  at  present,  only  when  ill 
is  advantageous  to  yourselves?

A  Selection  of  Letters  from  Proprietor  Pharmacists  in  Reply  to  Lord  Trent 


In  the  House  of  Lords,  on  July  5,  Lord  Trent 
(chairman  of  Boots,  Ltd.)  stated,  in  the 
course  of  a  debate  on  employment  policy, 
"  My  own  firm  could,  had  we  wanted,  during 
the  last  twenty  years,  have  put  the  whole 
of  the  chemists  trading  in  this  country  out 
of  business,  but  it  would  not  have  been 
right  and  would  not  have  helped  employ- 
ment. It  is  a  thing  you  just  do  not  do." 
Chemists  who  have  built  up,  or  assisted  in 
building  up,  successful  businesses  of  their 
own  are  not  in  agreement  that  they  could 
so  easily  have  been  put  out  of  action,  as 
the  following  statements  show: — 

Mj.  F.  Harold  Webber  (Rossiters,  Tiverton) 
I  feel  sure  that  all  chemists  in  business  are 
grateful  to  '  Lord  Trent  and  his  business . 
colleagues  for  sparing  us  from  being  pushed 
out  of  business.  Whew !  What  an  awful 
danger  we  have  escaped  !  I  am  particularly 
grateful  to  him,  but  for  a  different  reason. 
Doubtless  had  he  not  opened  one  of  his 
fancy  shops  in  my  town,  I  should  not  have 
modernised  my  premises  and  more  than 
doubled  my  turnover,  at  any  rate  not  for 
some  years.  Besides,  I  like  his  library ;  so 
do  many  of  my  customers  apparently,  judg- 
ing by  the  number  of  Green  Shield  books 
I  see  under  their  arms  in  my  pharmacy.  We 
must  be  very  careful  not  to  get  "  in  his  bad 
books  "  in  the  future.  Very  careful  indeed  ! 

Mr.  John  Rae  (Clay  6-  Abrahams,  Ltd., 
Liverpool) 

I  feel  sure  that  the  statement  which  Lord 
Trent  is  reported  to  have  made  in  the  House 
of  Lords  is  to  a  very  great  extent  one  of 
wishful  thinking.  The  backbone  of  this 
country  for  generations  has  been  the  small 
trader,  and  both  Parliament  and  people 
have  always  been  highly  critical  of  anything 
which  in  any  way  is  suggestive  of  a  mon- 
opoly. .  .  .  The  individual  pharmacist's 
hold  on  the  public  is  very  strong ;  he  is 
trusted  in  much  the  same  way  as  is  the 
medical  man,  and  there  is  that  indefinable 
link  between  the  proprietor  pharmacist  and 
his  customer  which  in  most  cases  is  lacking 
when  dealing  with  a  multiple  shop,  however 
good  its  service  and  the  efficiency  of  the 
management.  Numerous  cases  are  known 
where  chemists  who  have  refused  to  be  in- 
timidated by  multiple  firms  into  selling  out 
have  found  that  when  such  firms  finally  open 
in  competition  their  own  returns  have  gone 
up,  as  the  other  forms  of  merchandise  which 
such  firms  sell  have  increased  the  shopping 
population. 


T.  Heseltine  (Normanton) 

My  first  reaction  as  a  practising  pharma- 
cist to  the  recent  utterance  of  Lord  Trent 
in  the  House  of  Lords  was  one  of  relief  that 
he  had  spared  my  business,  but  on  reflection 
I  came  to  the  conclusion  that  I  had  been 
blithely  unconscious  of  the  danger,  and 
that  I  might  continue  to  hold  my  own  in 
future,  even  though  his  organisation  is  my 
nearest  competitor.  Lord  Trerit  has  since 
amplified  his  statement  in  the  House  of 
Lords  by  saying  in  the  London  "Evening 
Standard"  that  he  wants  us  to  remain  in 
business,  because  fair  competition  main- 
tains the  efficiency  of  his  company.  I  can 
promise  his  Lordship  that  I  will  take  him 
and  his  company  more  seriously  in  future, 
and  keep  my  own  position  secure  whilst 
providing  him  with  the  competition  which 
he  prefers.  I  advise  all  practising  pharma- 
cists to  do  the  same,  and  to  join  with  me 
in  thanking  his  Lordship  for  rousing  phar- 
macists so  thoroughly.  Most  of  them  were 
quite  unaware  that  the  " gate  crasher"  into 
their  calling  now  regarded  himself  as  the 
"gate  keeper." 

A.  H.  Hale  (Bath) 

Lord  Trent's  amazing  statement  that  his 
firm  could,  had  it  wanted,  have  put  the 
whole  of  the  chemists  trading  in  this 
country  out  of  business,  proves  that  he  does 
not  possess  the  experience  that  his  father 
had  from  being  behind  the  counter.  I  feel 
sure  that  the  first  Lord  Trent  would  never 
have  made  so  sweeping  a  statement.  My 
own  experience,  on  returning  to  retail 
pharmacy  in  England  after  an  absence  of 
twenty  years,  has  brought  home  to  me 
what  a  large  amount  of  confidence  is  still 
felt  by  the  British  public  in  the  private 
retail  pharmacist.  For  example,  customers 
continually  ask  and  readily  accept  advice 
concerning  nationally-advertised  propriet- 
aries. Before  the  war  of  191 4-1 8  I  was 
assistant  in  a  business  in  London  sur- 
rounded by  cut-price  stores.  To  this  district 
came  Messrs.  Boots,  who  opened  a  branch  a 
few  doors  away.  The  business  I  was  in 
continued  to  flourish,  and  returns  actually 
went  up,  yet  we  did  not  attempt  to  compete 
with  Boots'  prices  in  dispensing  or  drugs. 
No,  sir  !  The  private  proprietor  pharmacist 
will  continue  to  nourish  because  of  his 
personality  and  the  service  he  gives  to  the 
community-

employed  by  each  worker  for  inverting 
the  tubes.  In  one  device  the  tubes  were 
fixed  in  a  rack  revolving  on  a  transverse 
axle,  the  rack  being  immersed  in  a  water- 
bath  thermostatically  controlled  at  the 
requisite  temperature.  The  tubes  were 
immersed  for  about  three-quarters  of  their 
length  and  the  axle  rotated  by  electric 
motor  at  the  optimum  speed.  In  the  other 
device  the  tubes  were  fixed  transversely  on 
the  periphery  of  a  wheel,  fixed  vertically 
in  the  water-bath  and  the  axle  immersed 
just  below  the  surface  of  the  water,  the 
wheel  being  rotated  by  means  of  a  water 
turbine.  Although  the  arrangements  for 
causing  the  tablets  to  move  in  the  water 
were  different,  the  actual  conditions  of 
movement  were  the  same,  for  each  tablet 
moved  up  and  down  in  the  column  of  water. 

By  either  method  several  tablets  can  be 
tested  simultaneously.  The  results  of  these 
tests  are  given  in  a  table.  (This  work  has 
been  done  at  the  request  of  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  Commission.)

Delay  in  N.H.I.  Payments

If  circumstances  are 
at  the  present  time,  that  it  is  not  pos- 
to  complete  N.H.I,  accounts  and  make 
nent  within  this  period,  the  system  should 
iopted  of  sending  a  cheque  for  a  round 
each  month,  adjusting  the  payment 
Adding  the  balance  to  the  cheque  for 


.the  following  month.  Where,  for  instance, 
the  average  monthly  N.H.I,  payment  made 
to  a  pharmacist  has  been,  say,  £15  he  should 
receive  a  cheque  for  £12  (four-fifths)  on 
account  within  fourteen  days,  and  the 
balance,  which  may  be  slightly  more  or  less 
than  £3  each  month,  added  to  his  cheque 
on  account  a  month  later.  In  this  way  he 
would  receive  payment  for  the  bulk  of  his 
account  in  good  time.  Delay  beyond  this 
point  to  something  like  four  months  is 
inexcusable.  By  delayed  payments  he  is, 
in  effect,  financing  the  scheme.  The  number 
of  N.H.I,  prescriptions  dispensed  in  England 
and  Wales  in  1943  was  69,726,000.  Taking 
the  average  cost  at  nd.  (ingredients  and 
dispensing  fee)  the  total  amount  paid  to 
pharmacists  was  ^3,195,775.  There  is  a 
unanimous  demand  for  a  more  equitable 
rate  of  payment  for  dispensing.  To  that 
should  be  added  the  demand  that  all 
payments  should  be  promptly  made. 

Profession  or  Trade 

A  decision  given  in  the  Court  of  Appeal 
on  July  11  (see  p.  82)  centred  upon  whether 
a  dispensing  optician  was  exercising  a  pro- 
fession within  the  meaning  of  the  Finance 
Act,  1939.  If  it  should  be  decided  that  he 
was,  he  would  not  be  assessable  in  respect  of 
excess  profits  tax.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  he 
was  carrying  on  a  trade,  he  would  be  liable 
for  tax  on  profits  in  excess  of  those  made 
during  the  twelve  months'  standard  period. 

The  appellant's  case,  as  argued  originally 
before  the  general  commissioners  for  income 
tax  in  his  area,  had  been  that  his  profits 
were  wholly  derived  from  fees  paid  to  him 
for  (a)  advice  given  to  patients ;  (b)  assem- 
bling optical  appliances  to  his  own  pre- 
scription;  and  (c)  subsequently  supplying 
the  appliances  to  his  patients.  His  fee  was 
an  inclusive  amount  covering  both  the 
advice  and  the  appliances  supplied,  without 
differentiating  the  cost  between  them.  He 
did  not  advertise  in  any  way,  and  the 
articles  which  he  displayed  in  the  windows 
on  his  premises  were  not  priced  for  sale. 
The  general  commissioners  accepted  the 
substance  of  this  view,  but  their  decision 
was  negatived  by  Mr.  Justice  Macnaghten 
in  the  Revenue  Court  of  the  King's  Bench 
Division  on  March  22  (see  C.  &  D.,  April 
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8,  p.  384).  Lord  Justice  Scott,  in  pro- 
nouncing judgment  in  the  appeal  against 
the  lower  court's  decision,  said  that  the 
case  did  not  depend  on  the  consideration  of 
any  general  proposition,  but  solely  on  the 
question  whether  the  conclusion  of  the 
general  commissioners  was  based  on  evi- 
dence ;  the  facts  were  adequate,  he  declared, 
to  justify  the  conclusion  at  which  they  had 
arrived.  In  other  words,  while  he  ruled  that 
the  appellant  was  exercising  a  profession, 
the  decision  is  not  to  be  taken  to  apply  to 
opticians  in  general. 

Nevertheless  the  ruling  is,  in  our  view, 
indirectly  of  much  wider  application  than  to 
an  individual  taxpayer  on  a  particular  point 
of  law.  It  will  be  recalled  that  when,  on 
March  22,  Mr.  Justice  Macnaghten  gave  the 
decision  now  reversed,  he  declared  : — 

"A  man  could  test  his  own  sight  by 
seeing  whether  he  could  read  Bradshaw. 
If  he  could  not  it  did  not  require  very 
much  knowledge  of  lenses  or  sight  to 
decide  what  spectacles  were  required." 
To  anyone  with  the  most  elementary 
knowledge  of  optics  the  statement  will 
appear  fantastic.     By  the  same  token,  a 
man  would  know,  by  experiencing  a  pain  in 
the  stomach,  that  he  was  suffering  from 
gastric  trouble,  and  it  would  then  be  a  sim- 
ple matter  for  him  to  resolve  it  by  trying  in 
turn  various  indigestion  remedies.    If  the 
trouble  were  really  appendicitis,  that  would 
be  just  too  bad  !  The  important  point  about 
Mr.  Justice  Macnaghten's   decision,  how- 
ever, is  not  so  much  that  it  was  ill-informed 
as  that  it  affected  every  optician  who  en- 
gages in  sight-testing,  and  not  merely  one.  It 
is  therefore  a  matter  for  satisfaction  that  the 
verdict  now  given  in  the  Appeal  Court  has 
the  indirect  effect  of  expunging  the  rather 
curious  finding  referred  to. 

Divided  We  Fall 

Pharmacists  who  have  the  abiding  inter- 
ests of  the  craft  at  heart  can  hardly  fail  to 
view  with  some  disquiet  the  expressed 
intention  of  the  organised  employees  (C.  <&• 
D.,  July  15,  p.  54)  to  make  a  separate 
approach  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  upon 
the  form  the  pharmaceutical  arrangements 
are  to  take  under  a  National  Health  Service. 
Their  spokesman  at  Newcastle  gave  as  the 


reason  for  this  decision  the  inability  of  the  I 
joint  consultative  committee  of  the  unions 
concerned  (i.e.  the  Association  of  Pharma- 
ceutical Employees,  Association  of  Scien- 
tific Workers,  and  National  Union  of  Dis- 
tributive and  Allied  Workers)  to  "accept  the 
view  that  the  Joint  Standing  Committee 
(of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  Na- 
tional Pharmaceutical  Union)  as  at  present  I 
constituted,  can  speak  for  employees." 

The  Standing  Committee 

We  must  admit  that  there  is  some  justi-  1 
fication  for  this  attitude.  There  is  only  one  1 
pharmaceutical  body  of  which  pharmacists  1 
of  all  sections  are  members,  and  that  is  the  |j 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  Other  factors  being 
present,  the  Society  would  be  the  obvious 
choice  as  spokesman  for  the  whole  of  the 
profession.  But,  for  reasons  to  which  we 
have  repeatedly  drawn  attention,  and  which 
are  the  result  of  impediments  occasioned 
by  the  Charter  under  which  it  operates  and 
the  fact  that  it  has  responsibilities  towards 
the  Government  as  well  as  to  its  members, 
the  Society  is  at  a  certain  disadvantage  in 
negotiation.  Conscious  of  this,  the  Council 
of  the  Society  called  in  the  assistance  of  a 
body  (the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union) 
which  is  entirely  free  to  devote  itself  ex- 
clusively to  the  interests  of  its  members, 
and  between  them — omitting  for  a  moment 
a  partner  concerned  solely  with  Scottish 
interests — the  two  created  a  Pharmaceu- 
tical Standing  Committee.  The  N.P.U., 
however,  represents  a  sectional  interest. 
The  fact  that  it  is  an  important  section, 
with  a  considerable  interest,  only  accen- 
tuates the  unrepresentative  character  of 
this  most  recent  of  committees.  Members 
of  the  Society  who  happen  to  be  employers, 
are  doubly  represented,  first  as  members  of 
the  Society  and  secondly  as  members  of  the 
N.P.U.,  but  all  other  members  have  their 
representation  proportionately  reduced.  In- 
deed, the  position  is  aggravated  by  the  fact 
that  so  many  Council  members  are,  since  the 
recent  election,  also  members  of  the  N.P.U.. 
Executive.  Not  surprisingly  the  employees 
feel  that  their  viewpoint  has  little  chance  of 
being  adequately  presented. 

It  is  not  on  record,  so  far  as  we  are  aware, 
that  the  employees  have  applied  for  admis- 
sion to  the  Standing  Committee  and  been 
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turned  down,  but  the  Committee's  exclusive 
attitude  towards  other  sections  of  the  craft 
is  indicated  in  the  report  of  a  meeting  of  the 
Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists  (C.  &>  D., 
June  io,  p.  628),  where  it  is  recorded  that 
"a  reply  from  the  Society  to  a  previous 
communication  on  the  subject"  (of  Guild 
representation  on  any  joint  committee  dis- 
cussing the  White  Paper  proposals)  "was 
considered  unsatisfactory."  Add  to  this  the 
complacency  felt  in  Scotland  that,  whatever 
the  attitude  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
Scottish  pharmacists  can  make  their  own 
approach  to  the  Government,  and  the  result 
is  a  gloomy  picture  of  centrifugal  influences 
at  work  in  the  profession.  The  outcome  is 
likely  to  be  that  pharmacy  will  speak  with 
many  voices  instead  of  one. 

We  are  concerned,  even  at  this  stage,  to 
dam  separatist  tendencies  and  bring  about 
a  real  and  productive  unity  based  on  the 
fullest  measure  of  agreement  among  all 
pharmaceutical  interests.  To  achieve  this 
aim  presents  practical  difficulties  to  which 
earnest  consideration  should  be  given  by  all 
concerned.  It  is  .not  feasible  to  go  back  to 
the  Pharmaceutical  Council  as  the  sole 
negotiator ;  the  barriers  to  decisive  action 
cannot  be  so  easily  removed.  A  little  more 
hope  is  offered  by  the  opening  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  to  employees,  but  until 
they  themselves  show  a  greater  readiness  to 
support  their  own  organisations  there  is 
no  confidence  that  any  person  or  persons 
can  speak  on  behalf  of  a  majority  of  them. 
The  hospital  pharmacists  are  better  organ- 
ised, and  certainly  without  conflicting 
representation,  but  they  are  relatively  so 
few  in  number  that  a  single  member  of  the 
Standing  Committee  would  more  than 
adequately  satisfy  their  just  demands. 

Representation  Proportionate  to  Strength 

What  is  wanted  is  unquestionably  an  ad 
hoc  body  on  which  employers,  retail  employ- 
ees, and  public  employees  are  represented  in 
accordance  with  their  numerical  strength. 
No  pharmacist  could  then  claim  that  his 
interests  were  unrecognised.  A  large  com- 
mon ground  could  be  found,  we  are  con- 
vinced, and  if  there  should  prove  to  be 
matters  beyond  compromise,  as  a  last  resort 
the  unsatisfied  could  present  minority 
reports.    The  difference  between  separate 


and  minority  reports  is  profound  and  signi- 
ficant. The  one  bespeaks  disunity,  and  the 
other,  at  the  very  worst,  proclaims  that 
intention  or  will  to  co-operate  was  present. 
Against  the  first,  the  principle  of  "Divide 
and  rule""  can  be  successfully  operated. 
Against  the  second  there  is  no  such 
opportunity. 

Let  each  grouping  in  pharmacy  recognise 
its  subsidiary  importance  to  the  whole,  but 
let  all  find  expression  in  a  united  forum. 
From  this  can  go  forth  a  clear  call  that  will, 
on  the  one  hand,  claim  a  just  place  for 
pharmacy  in  the  scheme  of  things,  and  on 
the  other,  offer  the  greatest  contribution 
the  calling  can  make  to  the  health  and 
welfare  of  the  public. 

Essential  Oils  Re-exports 

Details  of  an  officially  sponsored  scheme 
for  the  re-export  of  imported  essential  oils, 
were  recently  made  available  to  the  trade  by 
the  Essential  Oil  Importers'  Section  of  the 
London  Chamber  of  Commerce  (see  C.  &• 
D.,  July  15,  p.  62).  It  is  proposed  that 
the  first  releases  of  oils  against  export 
licences  shall  commence  on  August  1, 
and  that,  for  the  first  quarter  in  which 
the  scheme  will  operate,  two  important 
essential  oils — distilled  lime  and  eucalyp- 
tus— will  be  made  available  for  export. 
It  is,  of  course,  not  known  how  much 
oil  is  likely  to  be  released  from  time  to 
time,  but  the  use  of  the  words  "reason- 
able quantities"  seems  to  indicate  that 
the  re-export  business  now  made  possible 
under  the  scheme  will  not  be  insignificant. 
Early  information  to  the  trade  on  the  kinds 
of  oils  to  be  made  available  for  export  is 
promised,  but  exporters  are  reminded  that, 
when  inviting  orders  from  overseas,  they 
should  make  it  clear  that  acceptance  de- 
pends on  the  issue  of  an  export  licence. 
Provision  is  made  in  the  scheme  for  informa*- 
tion  on  the  prices  to  be  charged  to  ex- 
porters to  be  communicated  by  circular. 
The  success  with  which  the  main  Essential 
Oils  Control  Scheme,  also  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  Essential  Oil  Importers'  Section 
of  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce,  met 
a  difficult  supply  position  with  complete 
fairness,  is  a  guarantee  that  the  new  scheme 
will  work  satisfactorily  to  all  concerned. 
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MEDICAL  ABSTRACTS 

Sulphonamides  in  Bacillary  Dysentery. — 

Scadding  ("Lancet,"  June  17,  p.  784) 
examined  the  relative  therapeutic  effects 
of  sulphaguanidine,  sulphapyridine,  and 
sulphanilamide  in  385  cases  of  mild  bacil- 
lary dysentery.  He  found  the  drugs  of 
equal  efhcacity,  but  sulphaguanidine  had 
the  advantage  that  it  seldom  caused  un- 
favourable side-effects. 

Anti-typhus  Drugs. — Used  according  to  a 
technique  described  by  the  authors,  p- 
sulphonamidobenzamidine  hydrochloride  is 
found  by  Andrewes  and  others  ("Lancet," 
June  17,  p.  777)  to  have  a  definite  action 
on  infection  of  mice  with  rickettsiae  of 
murine  and  epidemic  typhus.  The  drug  is 
effective  when  given  intraperitoneally,  sub- 
cutaneously,  or  with  food.  ^-Sulphonamido- 
benzamidoxime  hydrochloride  is  equally  or 
even  a  little  more  effective,  while  ten  other 
closely-related  compounds  show  activity  of 
lesser  degree. 

Scabies  Treated  with  Soap. — The  treat- 
ment of  human  scabies  by  repeated  use  of 
tetraethylthiuram  monosulphide  (tetmosol) 
soap  in  circumstances  in  which  it  is  not 
practicable  to  employ  standard  methods  of 
treatment,  is  suggested  by  Gordon  and 
others  in  the  "British  Medical  Journal" 
(June  17,  p.  803).  Repeated  use  of  the  soap 
was  found  to  give  80  per  cent,  of  cures  in 
established  cases  of  scabies,  and  emphasis 
is  laid  on  the  simplicity  of  the  procedure 
involved,  making  it  especially  suitable  for 
use  in  communities  disorganised  as  a  result 
of  the  war.  Incidence  of  dermatitis  follow- 
ing the  use  of  the  soap  for  short  periods  was 
low,  and  was  also  found  low  among  persons 
tested  over  a  much  longer  period. 

Sulphonamides  in  Urine. — A  rapid  and 
simple  test  for  the  presence  of  sulphon- 
amides   in    urine    is    reproduced    in  the 
"Bulletin    of   War   Medicine"    (1944,  I. 
302),    from    the    "United    States  Naval 
Medical  Bulletin."    One  drop  of  urine  is 
placed  on  newspaper  and  one  drop  of  5  per 
cent,  hydrochloric  acid  added.    The  per- 
centage   sulphonamide    concentration  is 
indicated  immediately,  as  follows : —

The  centrifuged  urine  deposit  may  also  be 
examined  microscopically  for  sulphonamide 
crystals.  The  test  is  given  by  all  sulphon- 
amides and  depends  on  the  yellow  colour 
obtained  when  an  acid  solution  of  an 
aromatic  amine  is  added  to  lignin.

This  shall  be  known  as  the  Prelim- 
inary Register.  No  person's  name  shall  be 
entered  on  this'  register  until  he  or  she  shall 
have  passed  a  Preliminary  examination  as  set 
forth  in  these  regulations,  and  a  Pre-registra- 
tion  examination,  unless  exempted,  as  also  set 
forth  in  these  regulations,  and  shall  have  paid 
the  prescribed  fees. 

The  schedule  in  said  register  shall  contain : 
Registration  number.  Name  and  address  of 
person.  Date  of  birth.  Date  and  particulars  of 
examinations.  Date  of  registration.  Candidates 
will  be  registered  as  from  the  date  of  the  next 
Council  meeting  following  their  application  to 
be  registered.  Applications  for.  registration 
must  be  made  seven  days  before  the  date  of 
Council  meeting.  The  fee  for  registration  shall 
be  £4  4s. 

In  addition  to  the  Preliminary  examination, 
candidates  for  Preliminary  registration  must 
.  also  pass  a  Pre-registration  examination  in 
physics  and  chemistry  conducted  by  the  Society. 
The  standard  of  this  examination  shall  be 
approximately  that  of  the  Leaving  Certificate 
examination  in  chemistry  and  physics. 

The  examiner  in  physics  shall  be  a  professor 
or  lecturer  in  physics  in  a  University.  The 
examiner  in  chemistry  shall  be  a  professor  or 
lecturer  in  chemistry  in  a  University.  The  fee  for 
examination  shall  be  £1  11s.  6d.,  of  which  half  a 
guinea  shall  be  paid  to  each  examiner.  The  ex- 
aminers shall  be  paid  a  minimum  fee  of  £5  5s. 
each.  The  examination  shall  be  held  at  least 
annually,  at  such  times  and  in  such  places  as 
the  Council  may  by  resolution  direct.  Any 
candidate  who  has  passed  in  chemistry  and 
physics  in  his  Preliminary  examination  shall 
be  exempt  from  passing  the  Pre-registration 
examination. 

Delete  Regulation  I,  Pharmaceutical  Licence 
examination,  p.  70  of  Book  of  Acts  and  Regu- 
lations, as  from  July  1,  1946,  and  enact  in  lieu 
thereof:  "Candidates  presenting  themselves  for 
this  examination  must  be  twenty-one  years  of 
age,  and  have  passed  the  Preliminary  examina- 
tion, and  in  the  case  of  candidates  commencing 
the  service  required  by  Regulation  II I  (p.  71  etseq.) 
on  and  after  July  1,  1946,  have  passed  the  Pre- 
registration  examination  (unless  exempted  under 
the  Preliminary  regulations)  prior  to  the  service 
required  by  Regulation  III.  All  candidates 
commencing  the  required  service  on  and  after 
July  1,  1 94 1,  must  have  their  names  entered  on 
the  Preliminary  register  within  sixty  days  of 
commencing  said  apprenticeship." 

Amend  "  Regulations  for  the  qualification  of 
Assistants  to  Pharmaceutical  Chemists."  Delete 
Regulation  I  (p.  68  of  Book  of  Acts  and  Regu- 
lations) and  enact  in  lieu  thereof:  "Candidates 
presenting  themselves  for  this  examination  must 
have  passed  the  Preliminary  examination  and, 
in  the  case  of  candidates  commencing  the  service 
required  by  this  regulation  on  and  after  July  1, 
1946,  have  passed  the  Pre-registration  exam- 
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ination  (unless  exempted  under  the  Preliminary 
regulations)  prior  to  the  service  required  by 
this  regulation.  They  must  have  been  engaged 
as  an  apprentice  or  assistant  to  a  Pharmaceutical 
Chemist,  firm  of  Pharmaceutical  Chemists,  or 
Licentiate  Apothecary  for  a  similar  term  or  terms 
and  under  similar  conditions  as  is  required  for 
candidates  under  the  Licence  examination 
regulations,  Reg.  Ill  (p.  70  et  seq.  of  Book  of 
Acts  and  Regulations)." 

Amend  Regulation  IV,  p.  69,  by  deleting  the 
words  "have  been  engaged  at  practical  pharmacy 
for  at  least  four  years,  and  must." 

Amend  Licence  examination  Regulation  III 
(d).  Insert  in  line  seven,  after  the  word  "exam- 
ination," "and  in  the  case  of  candidates  com- 
mencing the  two  years'  service  on  and  after 
July  1,  1946,  the  Pre-registration  examination 
(unless  exempted  under  the  Preliminary  regu- 
lations). " 

Mr.  Brooke-Kelly  suggested  that  a 
summary  of  the  important  changes  now 
made  in  the  Preliminary  examination 
regulations  should  be  circulated  to  the 
members  of  the  Society.  The  President 
said  he  proposed  to  refer  to  the  matter  at 
the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Society. 
In  addition  to  publication  in  the  pharma- 
ceutical Press,  it  might  perhaps  be  advis- 
able to  have  something  published  in  the 
daily  Press  for  the  information  of  parents 
and  others  sending  young  people  into 
pharmacy.  It  was  agreed  to  have  members 
of  the  Society  circularised  notifying  them 
of  the  important  changes  made. 

Prosecutions 

Mr.  John  J.  Gaynor  (law  adviser), 
reporting  on  proceedings  taken  against 
Patrick  Teehan,  Kilkenny,  recently,  stated 
that  two  summonses  had  been  issued,  one 
under  Section  17  of  the  Pharmacy  Amend- 
ment Act,  1890,  and  the  other  under 
Section  2  of  the  Poisons  Act,  1870.  His 
correspondents  had  reported  that  the 
Justice,  having  heard  evidence,  had  im- 
posed a  fine  of  5s.  on  each  summons  and 
allowed  £4  expenses  and  costs.  Reporting 
on  a  prosecution  of  Walsh's  Medical  Hall, 
Ltd.,  Howth,  Mr.  Gaynor  said  :  "  This  came 
on  on  June  19.  There  was  one  summons 
under  Section  17  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  to 
which  the  defendant  pleaded  guilty.  The 
Justice  said  he  regarded  the  matter  as 
serious,  and  expressed  his  intention  of 
fining  the  defendant  £10  and  £2  2S.  costs. 
I  had  to  point  out  that  the  maximum  fine 
under  the  Section  was  £5,  which  sum  the 
defendant  was  fined,  together  with  £1  is. 
witness's  expenses  and  £2  2s.  costs." 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia  Commission,  notify- 
ing the  following  amendment:  "Oleum 
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hippoglossi-halibut  liver  oil.  See  Fourth 
Addendum  to  the  B.P.,  1932,  p.  23.  The 
requirement  for  iodine  value  of  glycerides 
is  changed  from  '112  to  113'  to  '112  to 
150'."

Training  for  Manufacture 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  business  on  the  I 
agenda  the  President  congratulated  Mr. 
Boyd  on  the  fine  article  he  had  published  I 
recently  in  the  C.  6-  D.  on  training  phar-  I 
macists  for  the  manufacturing  end  of  the  j 
drug    trade.     Mr.    Boyd,    thanking    the  I 
president,  said  he  hoped  that  the  article  I 
would  be  some  kind  of  reply  to  matters  I 
they  had  discussed  there  arising  out  of  the  I 
consultative  committee's  recommendations. 
These  were  matters  the  consultative  com- 
mittee might  consider  at  future  meetings. 
Mr.    Brooke- Kelly    associated  himself 
with  the  president's  congratulations.  Mr. 
Boyd's  article,  he  said,  had  hit  trie  nail  on 
•the  head.    He  thought  they  should  have  ■ 
there  what  he  might  call  a  chair  of  applied  I 
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science,  which  would  show  the  practical 
application  in  pharmacy  of  everything  they 
had  learned  in  their  chemistry,  botany  and 
materia  medica.  They  had  brilliant  students 
with  good  examination  records  but  who 
were  unable  to  apply  the  knowledge  they 
had  gained.  He  thought  they  should  have 
something  on  the  lines  of  what  Mr.  Boyd 
had  suggested. 

Mr.  Whelehan  said  Mr.  Boyd  had 
doubted  if  the  matters  raised  in  his  article 
were  of  interest  to  retail  pharmaceutical 
chemists.  Actually  they  were  of  much 
interest,  because  it  was  a  question  of 
applying  what  they  learned  to  practical 
uses.  He  was  quite  sure  that  pharmacy  in 
general  would  be  at  a  higher  level  if  more 
of  their  young  people  could  be  placed  in  a 
position  to  take  up  appointments  in  manu- 
facturing laboratories,  and  help  to  re- 
habilitate pharmaceutical  industry  in  the 
.country. 

Sales  of  Veterinary  Preparations 

Mr.  Whelehan  said  that  some  time 
previously  he  had  raised  the  question  of  a 
firm  of  manufacturers  withholding  the  sale  of 
certain  of  their  veterinary  preparations 
through  pharmaceutical  chemists,  and 
restricting  distribution  to  veterinary  sur- 
geons. He  would  like  to  know  if  any  reply 
had  been  received  from  the  particular  firm 
to  the  representations  made.  The  Regis- 
trar said  a  formal  reply  had  been  received. 

Mr.  Whelehan  said  that  feeling  amongst 
chemists  in  the  country  was  strong  on  this 
matter  and  was  coming  to  breaking-point. 
Since  he  had  raised  the  matter  another 
manufacturing  firm  had  adopted  the  same 
attitude.  Members  must  realise  that  the 
implications  of  such  a  policy  of  the  manu- 
facturers were  vital  to  the  future  of  Irish 
pharmacy.  In  effect  they  had  outside 
firms  through  these  restrictions  establishing 
a  new  Schedule,  and  putting  a  limitation 
to  the  business  Irish  chemists  could  do.  He 
did  not  know  what  was  the  position  of 
pharmacists  in  England.  If  they  were 
subject  to  that  sort  of  thing  they  had  his 
sympathy,  but  Irish  pharmacists  were 
determined  to  meet  and  fight  this  issue  to 
a  successful  conclusion.  In  raising  this  he 
asked  the  president  and  members  of  the 
Council  to  give  their  full  support  to  the 
chemists  in  the  country  fighting  this  policy. 

The  President  said  he  was  glad  Mr. 
Whelehan  had  raised  this  matter,  as  it  was 
~ne  to  which  he  had  given  a  considerable 
mount  of  thought.  They  had  a  native 
Government  here  that  was  quite  capable  of 
.ooking  after  the  different  Schedules,  This 


was  something  they  could  not  let  pass 
when  outside  firms  adopted  a  policy  that 
amounted  to  dictation,  and  the  implication 
was  that  the  Government  and  the  Society 
were  not  doing  their  duty.  He  did  not 
think  they  should  allow  outside  firms  to 
decide  pharmaceutical  policy  in  Eire.  The 
city  chemists  were  not  affected  to  the  same 
extent  as  those  in  the  country,  whose 
interests  members  present  must  protect.  He 
suggested  that  the  honorary  officers  should 
be  empowered  to  prepare  the  ground  for  a 
plan  of  campaign  to  be  discussed  at  the 
next  Council  meeting.  Mr.  Kissane  said 
he  would  like  to  be  associated  with  Mr. 
Whelehan's  remarks.  Mr.  Gleeson  said 
he  had  hoped  that  the  protest  made  last 
year  about  this  policy  would  have  had  the 
desired  result.  It  was  rather  disquieting 
now  to  hear  that  another  concern  was 
branching  out  in  the  same  way.  They  as  a 
Council  must  take  a  definite  stand  on  this 
matter  in  the  interests  of  their  Members 
and  Licentiates  throughout  the  country. 

Mr.  Scott  said  that  so  far  as  he  knew 
the  Government  were  advised  in  matters 
of  this  kind  by  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture and  the  responsible  heads  of  that 
department,  who  were  veterinary  surgeons. 
He  thought  it  would  be  wise  to  leave  it  in 
their  hands.  Mr.  Whelehan  said  the 
Government  were  not  consulted  on  the 
matter  at  all.  The  Government,  in  fact,  did 
make  representations  to  have  veterinary 
preparations  made  more  widely  available, 
but  the  firm  in  question  refused. 

Mr.  Scott  :  Were  the  Government  in 
favour  of  having  them  distributed  more 
freely  ?  Mr.  Whelehan  :  I  don't  know,  but 
that  is  the  fact.  Mr.  Cunningham  :  Is  it  a 
fact  that  certain  veterinary  preparations 
are  not  allowed  to  be  sold  by  chemists  ? 

The  President  :  That's  the  position. 
The  Northern  Ireland  chemists  have  taken 
this  matter  up,  and  a  suggestion  was  made 
that  certain  goods  would  be  supplied  on 
veterinary  prescription  only,  but  the  Ulster 
Chemists'  Association  refused. 

The  President  :  I  suggest  you  give  the 
honorary  officers  power  to  take  the  neces- 
sary steps  to  plan  a  campaign  to  defeat 
interference  with  our  rights  and  privileges, 
and  that  they  report  to  our  next  meeting. 
On  the  proposition  of  Mr.  Gleeson, 
seconded  by  Mr.  O' Sullivan,  this  sugges- 
tion of  the  president  was  unanimously 
agreed  to. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Benevolent  Fund 
Committee,  held  following  the  Council 
meeting,  some  grants  were  passed  for 
payment.

IN  Strathpeffer's  mind  as  he  views  his 
cheque  for  N.H.I,  dispensing  is  a  very 
fine  precept  in  "The  Temple,"  written 
by  George  Herbert,  which  says : — 

Let  thy  mind's  sweetness  have  his  operation 
Upon  thy  body,  clothes,  and  habitation. 

At  a  time  when  London  was  without  a 
single  paved  street  and  when  the  inhabi- 
tants   of  this

were  living  m  wm- 
dowless,  chimney- 
less  shelters,  Arab 
civilisation  was  of 
a  high  standard, 
and  Arabian  phar- 
macists known  as 
."sandalini"  were 
punished  for  dis- 
pensing spurious 
and  adulterated 
drugs,  or  for  in- 
accuracy. Frederick  II  of  Sicily  laid  down  in 
his  laws  for  pharmacists,  enacted  in  1224,  that 
the  prices  charged  for  dispensing  physicians' 
prescriptions  were  to  be  such  as  to  avoid 
the  necessity  for  the  pharmacist  to  sell 
so-called  "magical  potions"  or  to  supply 
"improper"  drugs. 

On  the  basis  of  the  remuneration  which 
the  Government  of  this  day  and  age  con- 
siders adequate,  Strathpeffer  is  surprised 
at  the  influence  which  Maimonides  still 
exerts  on  pharmaceutical  ethics.  He  won- 
ders if  the  coin  of  the  realm  especially 
created  for  pharmacy,  and  which  never 
varies,  like  other  meaner  coinage,  but  re- 
mains static  at  0-0625  of  a  penny,  is  in- 
tended to  save  the  pharmacist  from  a  life 
of  excess  and  dissipation  ? 

Service  Without  Profit 

He  remembers  that  one  of  the  cardinal 
precepts  of  Marxian  philosophy  is  that  of 
service  without  profit.  By  that  standard, 
pharmacists  have  been  good  Marxists, 
though  they  might  be  very  annoyed  if 
someone  told  them  so.  What  other  craft  or 
profession  gives  its  services  to  the  State  in

Fate  of  a  Mixture 

We  can  share  in  the  pride  which  Strath* 
peffer  feels  as  he  completes  the  mixture.

find  that  it  has  been 
ready  for  a  long 
time.  Strathpeffer 
hands  the  bottle  to 
him  and  Snitch 
gives  it  an  approv- 
ing look,  but  before 
Strathpeffer  can 
give  voice  to  his 
outraged  feelings, 
Snitch  has  taken 
out  the  cork,  placed 
the  neck  in  his  oral  cavity,  and  has 
tipped  into  his  oesophagus  a  quantity 
of  the  medicine  which  he  thinks  is  enough 
to  go  on  with.  "Nasty  stuff,  that,"  says 
Snitch,  wiping  his  mouth  on  the  back  of 
his  coat  sleeve,  which  has  fulfilled  a  similar 
function  on  innumerable  previous  occasions, 
"but  I  'ope  it  does  me  liver  good." 

An  Irate  Strathpeffer 

It  takes  Strathpeffer  some  time  to  find 
voice,  and  when  we  hear  him  speak  we 
realise  that  he  is  displeased  with  Mr.  Snitch. 
Can  he  be  annoyed  ?  "  After  aH,  Mr.  Snitch, 
you  cannot  drink  medicine  as  if  you  were 
er  drinking  er — er — tea!"  we  hear  an  irate 
Strathpeffer  say.  "The  doctor  ordered  you 
to  take  one  tablespoonful,"  and  getting 
hold  of  the  medicine  bottle  from  Snitch's 
hand  and  looking  at  it  with  startled  eyes, 
"why  you've  taken  nearly  two  tablespoon- 
fuls  !  "  Snitch  feels  that  the  end  is  in  sight  : 
that  he  will  die  from  poison  before  he  can 
utter  a  protest  of  any  kind  or  write- a  letter 
to  the  "Daily  Scream."  Strathpeffer,  how- 
ever, assures  him  that  all  is  well,  but  he 
must  measure  the  medicine  out  properly. 
"Here,  you  had  better  have  a  medicine 
glass,"  says  Strathpeffer,  and  Snitch  is 
pleased  to  find  that  he  is  not  expected  to 
pay  for  it.  Muttering  what  is  presumed  to 
be  his  gratitude,  Snitch  leaves  as  Strath- 
peffer begins  to  clear  up  before  closing.

While  there  has  been  no  perceptible 
increase  in  activity  in  the  London  drug 
and  chemical  markets  during  the  week, 
dealers  generally  report  business  as  fairly 
satisfactory  under  present  difficult  condi- 
tions. Most  of  the  orders  received  have 
been  for  modest  quantities  of  goods  for 
immediate  consumption,  and  there  has 
been  the  usual  inquiry  for  articles  no  longer 
in  supply.  A  new  edition  of  the  Medical 
Research  Council's  memorandum,  "Eco- 
nomy in  the  Use  of  Drugs  in  War-time," 
incorporating  a  revised  classification  of 
drugs  according  to  their  estimated  thera- 
peutic value,  is  reported  on  p.  80.  Prices 
in  all  sections  are  practically  without 
quotable  change  on  the  week,  although  in  a 
few  instances  minor  alterations  have 
occurred.  Conditions  in  Pharmaceutical 
Chemicals  remain  stable,  and  it  is  now 
some  time  since  any  important  price 
changes  were  notified. 

"  Rather  flat "  was  the  description  applied 
in  one  quarter  to  the  conditions  prevailing 
in  the  Crude  Drugs  markets  during  the 
past  few  days.  Few  alterations  have  oc- 
curred in  prices,  and  the  general  tone 
remains  steady.  Curacao  Aloes  is  firmly 
held  at  the  last-quoted  price ;  no  Cape  is 
available.  Some  wormy  Areca  nuts  can 
be  obtained  on  spot.  Cardamoms  are 
exceedingly  quiet,  but  other  spice  products 
appear  to  have  been  rather  more  active.
